Orange County is known 
for its excellent surfing condi- 
tions at Huntington Beach, 
the yacht harbor at Newport 
Beach, and the artists’ com- 
munity at Laguna Beach. The 
coast serves as a resort area 
for nearby residents due to its 
year-round warm weather, 
high cliffs, wide beaches, and 
sandy coves. This pleasant 
environment provides oppor- 
tunities for swimming, 
sunbathing, boating, fishing, 
diving, and surfing. 


From Seal beach to Newport 
Beach, broad sandy beaches 
are backed by low-lying 
plains and wetlands. Several 
of these wetlands have been 
established as nature pre- 
serves. 


South of Newport Beach, 
uplifted marine terraces form 
cliffs at the water’s edge, 
providing numerous coves 
for swimming and diving. 


Orange

Seal Beach 

Long, sandy beach; popular surf- 
ing and wind surfing spot. Beach 
parking areas have bicycle racks, 
wheelchair-accessible restrooms, 
and dressing rooms. Bike path 
starting at the mouth of the San 
Gabriel River follows its south 
bank inland for several miles. Call:

Seal Beach 


Surfside Beach 

Pedestrian and bicycle access 
only through the Anderson St. gate 
of the private Surfside community. 
No public parking. Poles for volley- 
ball nets.

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Seal Beach Pier 

There is a restaurant and fish- 
cleaning counter at the end of the 
pier. The pier adjoins a park at the 
foot of Main Street. Playground at 
base of pier in sand. Restrooms 
are located under the pier and out- 
door showers are located next to 
it; both are accessible by steep 
ramps. 





Sunset Beach 

A sandy beach with volleyball nets 
and beach wheelchair; surfing is 
allowed. A park one block east runs 
the length of the beach; it has a 
bike path, wheelchair-accessible 
restrooms and showers, and street 
parking. Call: (949) 509-6683. 












Huntington Harbour 

Some public docks and facilities 
are available; water entry from 
Anaheim Bay. At Peter's Landing, 
inland from Anderson Ave., some 
overnight slips are available for 
rental, and there is a pump-out sta- 
tion, restrooms, showers, and laun- 
dry; call: (714) 840-1387. Free boat 
launch ramp is at the southeast 
end of the harbor at Warner Ave.; 
parking lot has restrooms. Public 
dock also at Huntington Yacht Club. 
A fishing dock and metered parking 
are located nearby at the Earl D. 
Percy Marine Park. Seabridge Park 
has a sandy beach, playground, 
grassy areas, picnic tables, free 
parking, wheelchair-accessible rest- 
rooms, and an outdoor shower. 
Small public beaches are at the 
intersection of Davenport Dr. and 
Edgewater Lane and at Humboldt 
Dr. and Mandalay Circle. 


Sunset Aquatic Regional Park 
has a small public marina at the 
end of Edinger Ave. Ocean access 
is from Anaheim Bay. Grassy areas 
with pathways and picnic tables 
overlook the bay; wheelchair- 
accessible picnic areas and rest- 
rooms. Several rented guest slips 
are available. Boat ramp is open 24 
hours with a fee for use; register at 
office. Call: (714) 846-0179. 
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Trinidad Island 

Small island, mostly residential, has 
a waterfront park at the corner of 
Trinidad and Sagamore lanes. Park 
provides playground, sandy beach, 
outdoor shower, and wheelchair- 
accessible restrooms, and leads to 
a greenbelt crossing the island. A 
bike path and walkway parallels 
Venture Dr. and Typhoon Lane 
along the harbor, and meanders 
through the center of the island. 
Small public fishing dock off Venture 
Dr. walkway, open 5 am-10 pm.

PARK. Paved multi-use path 
extends the length of the beach 
and connects to the Santa Ana 
River Trail in the south.

Blufftop Park, located on the low 
bluffs at the narrow southern end of 
the beach, has picnic areas and 
wheelchair-accessible vista points. 
There is pedestrian access to the 
beach area below from Pacific 
Coast Hwy. at Golden West, 20th, 
17th, 14th, 11th, and 9th streets. A 
ramp at 9th St. runs from the high- 
way to the sand; wheelchair-acces- 
sible pit toilet. Beach is not usable 
during high tide. At low tide clam- 
ming and fishing are popular. Good 
surfing.

Several of the beaches in south- 
ern Orange County have tide- 
pools, Plants and animals in tide- 
pools are very sensitive to human 
contact. 


| To preserve tidepools, please 
| observe the following rules: 


| » Watch where you step. Step only 


on bare rock or sand. 


e Don't touch any living organ- 
isms. Most tidepool animals are 
protected by a coating of slime. 
Touching them with dry hands 
can damage these animals. 


e Don't poke or prod tidepool 
animals with a stick. Don't 
attempt to pry animals off of 
rocks. 


e Leave everything as you found it 
(or cleaner by picking up any 
garbage you come across). 
Collecting organisms is illegal in 
most tidepools and will kill them.

Reef Point has two steep, paved 
ramps and a stairway to a sandy 
beach with tidepools.

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Salt Creek Beach Park 

The long, sandy beach is a popular 
surfing spot. Parking and wheel- 
chair-accessible restrooms are 
available at a metered lot on Ritz 
Carlton Drive. From the west side 
of the lot, a paved path leads to the 
beach and to Bluff Park, which has 
barbecue grills, picnic tables, and 
wheelchair-accessible restrooms. 


Just south of Ritz Carlton Drive, a 
pedestrian gate, open 24 hours, 
leads through the hotel grounds to 
a paved path along the blufftop with 
benches and overlooks providing 
views, including gray whale migra- 
tion routes. At its northern end, the 
path joins a paved multi-use trail 
leading north along the shoreline. 
Stairways and paths lead from the 
trail to the beach, changing rooms, 
outdoor showers, restrooms, snack 
bar, and a path along the seawall. 
Paths and trails lead along a golf 
course and into a regional park fea- 
turing several miles of trail for hik- 
ing, biking, and horseback riding. 


The southern entrance to Salt 
Creek Beach Park is off Selva Rd. 
and features free parking, picnic 
tables, barbecue grills, restrooms, 
and path and stairs to Dana 
Strands Beach. Call: (949) 661-

Salt Creek Beach Park 


Three Arch Cove Beach 

A long walk from the north end of 
Salt Creek Beach Park, past the 
private Monarch Beach community, 
leads over shoreline rocks and 
large boulders to a small sandy 
cove.

The harbor features extensive boat- 
ing facilities and services.

Restaurants and small shops 
line a boardwalk along the marina; 





restrooms are wheelchair-accessi- 
ble.

Doheny State Beach 
Campground and day-use area. 
Day-use area has beachfront and a 
five-acre lawn with picnic tables, 
group picnic areas, changing — 
rooms, and food and supply con- 
cessions. Surfing is allowed in des- 
ignated areas. Beach wheelchairs; 
boardwalk at north end from picnic 
area onto sand; wheelchair-acces- 
sible fire ring at south end. The off- 
shore area is an underwater park 
for divers. Campground has fire 
rings, tables and drinking water, 
and a trailer sanitation station. Four 
sites are wheelchair accessible; 
some sites for hikers and bicyclists.

Facilities include a snack bar at 
North Beach, playground, and heat- 
ed six-lane public pool and wading 
pool with dressing room and show- 
ers; fee.

There are wheelchair-accessible 
restrooms, free parking, and stairs 
and a wheelchair-accessible ramp 
to beach.

San Clemente City Beach 
This beach extends south for two 
miles from the Ole Hanson Beach 
Club. Most beach access requires 
crossing railroad tracks, and most 
paths or stairways have limited on- 
street parking. Avenida Pico, which 
ends at Ole Hanson Beach Club, 
leads directly to North Beach; 
metered parking lot, snack stands, 
body board rentals, beach wheel- 
chairs, picnic areas, volleyball, 
swings, firepits and grills, outdoor 
showers, wheelchair-accessible 
restrooms, lifeguard. The west 
ends of Dije Court, Buena Vista at 
W. El Portal, and W. Escalones at 
W. Mariposa each have paths 
and/or stairs that lead to the beach 
north of the pier. Avenida 
Esplanade at Paseo del Cristobal 
leads to a pedestrian railroad over- 
pass and stairway; lifeguard, rest- 
rooms, showers, picnic facilities, 
metered parking available. Surfing 
is allowed, depending on the 
crowds and the season.

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_ July and August. Reserve in Laguna Beach carries the most stringent 
restrictions - no swimming, diving, fishing (except from 
shore), collecting of any kind, or boating is allowed. 


San Clemente Municipal Pier 
A popular fishing pier with fish- 
cleaning sinks, a bait and tackle 
shop, restrooms and lifeguard tower. 
The beach area has picnic facilities, 
outdoor showers, and wheelchair- 
accessible restrooms. Avenida Del 
Mar has metered parking, and leads 
to the beach and the pier. There is 
one underpass to the beach; all 
other access is across railroad 
tracks.

San Clemente State Beach 
Tent and full hookup camping sites 
on the bluff at the southern end of 
the park, with one group site for up 
to 50 people. Three tent and three 
hookup campsites are wheelchair- 
accessible, as are restrooms and 
showers. Two steep trails lead to 
the beach. Beach wheelchair avail- 
able at entrance kiosk. Calafia 
Beach Park provides access to the 
narrow sandy beach via a con- 
trolled pedestrian crossing at the 
railroad tracks. Facilities include 
metered parking, picnic areas, 
snack bar, and wheelchair-accessi- 
ble restrooms. At the north end of 
Plaza a la Playa street is a tunnel 
that crosses under railroad tracks 
and leads to the beach. Surfing is 
allowed in designated areas. Call:
